KILLS TWO; HOLDS 
A VILLAGE AT BAY. 


After Slaying Mayor Nickel of 
Chenoa and Land Owner, 
Farmer Barricades Him- 
self in Bank Vault. 


DEFIES POSSE SIX HOURS. 
Oe iilineala 
Fusillade of Bullets, Chloroform, 
and Sulphur Fumes Are Used 
to No Purpose; Wings

Chenoa, Ill, Oct. 28.—{Special.J—In a re- 
markable affray, the motive for which is | 


still a mystery, William Le Due, a farmer, 
living & mile and a half from this village, in- 
stantly killed his brother-in-law, Mayor 
Charles Nickel, in the Chenoa State bank 
this afternoon. 

He then killed Hugh D. Jones, a wealthy 
landowner, who was transacting business in 
the bank, barricaded himself in the vault, 
from which in various fusillades during the 
afternoon he wounded two more mén and 
kept a mob at bay. 

He finally surrendered at 8:80 o'clock to two 
sheriffs and their deputies, after maintaining 
a desperate siege for six hours. 

Le Duc turned on Jones directly after 
shooting down the mayor, and when the land- 
Owner fled into the bank's vault from the 
crazed murderer, he followed, shooting him 
twice. Throughout the siege which followed 
the Gorges of his second victim lay beside 
him in his ‘stronghold. 


Attempts to Dislodge Futile. 

By a chain inside of the vault Le Duc pre- 
vented the attacking force from entering and 
two heavy ledgers between the door and 
jamb, made it impossible for them to shut 
him up and stop his pot shooting. 

He had pockets full of ammunition, and 
his reputation as a erack shot caused the 
sheriffs and citizens to give his range a wide 
berth. Sixty shots were fired by the pris- 
oner from the longitudinal slot, and 800 rifie 
and pistol cartridges were expended by the 
less expert marksmen. Two of his bullets 
found billets—all of the 800 went wild. 

The windows of the bank were mddled in 
the efforts to force the murderér out of his 
prison refuge. Quarts of chloroform were 
poured through the crevice to stupefy him 
into nonresistance. The fumes of burning 
sulphur were blown into the smal! room. 
With a battering ram the posse attempted 
to beat in the door. It was all to no pur- 
pose. Le Duc did not surrender unti) he 
became hungry and the sheriff had prom- 


. ioed..bim .¢ square meal. 


During. -the siege the murderer amused 
himself by burning up the bank’s currency. 
He destroyed $500, and had a pile of $6,0U9 
ready for the flames.

Nickel was the president of the State bank 
and the richest and most influential resident 
of the village. He was 55 years old, and 
had lived in the town thirty years, coming 
| here from Germany and marrying the sister 
of Le Duc, whose family had resided in this 
neighborhood since 1857. 

While it is said that Le Duc is insane, and 
others call him a stupid fellow, no adequate 
explanation of his deed has been offered.

New Haven, Conn., Police Prohibit 
“Mrs... Warren's Profession.” 


A. COMSTOCK MAY KILL IT. 


Reformer Waits with an Ax for Con- 
demned Piece to Reach New York. 


New Haven, Conn., Oct. 28.—[Special.}~— 
On orders from Mayor John P. Studley po- 
lice tonight took possession of the Hyperion 
theater and prevented a repetition of the 
performance of George Bernard Shaw's play 
“Mrs. Warren’s Profession.” The mayor 
defended his action on the ground of charges 
of gross immorality made by persons who 
witressed the first performance lasi night. 
It is the first time In the history of this city 
that the police have stopped a theatrical 
performance. 

Those who witnessed the first performance 
last night, according to Mayor Studley. were 
not willing that their friends should nave an 
opportunity to see how bad the play was. 
The mayor, whé did not see the performance, 
sald he was besieged this morning by citi- 
zens who did, and who objected to the play 
being given this afternoon and evening. 


Police Prevent Performance. 

Early this afternoon the mayor notified 
Chief of Police Wrinn to revoke the license 
of the Hyperion theater until the company 
left town. <A squad of policemen was sta- 
tioned at the theater entrance to prevent any 
attempt to present the play. Efforts were 
made by Manager Boone of the theater and 
Arnold Daly, one of the principal mem- 
bers of the company, to have the mayor allow 
a performance to be given this evening, and 
attend it himself, but the latter refused. 
The management at once announced. that 
6,000 or more persons who had bought tickets 
for the two performances would be returned 
their money at the box office. 

It is stated tonight that Anthony Comstock 
of New York had representatives in the au- 
dience last night to see what kind of perform- 
ance it would be. 

Some of these individuals, it is reported, 
told Mayor Studley the show had many ob- 
jectionable features to it. and ought not to 
be allowed. 

More than 2,000 were at the theater this 
afternoon to attend the matinée. There was 
also a large crowd for the evening perform- 
ance but the police turned it away. Mayor 
Studley said that the play was capably acted, 
but was rotten. He declared that Manager 
Boone said the backers of the production 
expected some trouble over its presentation 
in New York, but hoped Tammany hali would 
pull the thing through. It Is said that Sena- 
tor Reynolds of New York is the owner of 
the play.

The messages picked 
up in transmission were passing from the 
West Virginia to the armored cruiser Colo- 
rado, which, with the Pennsylvania, is to ac- 
company the first named vessel up the coast, 
and stated that the West Virginia would 
probably join the Colorado and Pennsylvania 
off Key West about noon today. 

The feat of communicating from Washing- 
ton to a vessel in the gulf of Mexico, about 
1,100 miles distant, and mostly overland, is 
regarded as remarkable. 

Messages Interest Officials. 

The detailed report received by the 
department from the operator of the 
less telegraph station in the navy yard here 
because of the novelty of the matter and its 
extreme importance from a naval point of | 
view, was received with intense interest by 
the officials.

LONDON, Oct. 28.—WIL] the kaiser inter- 
vene in Russia to save the czZar’s throne, to 
put down the revolution, and to uphold the 
rule of the autocracy? 

This is the question which the diplomats of 
Europe are asking each other. 

It is not the mere fear of a revolution in 
Russia which is depressing the markets to 
the lowest point they have touched in years 
and causing greater uneasiness in Europe | 
than any crisis of the late war. 

The establishment of a constitutional gov- 
ernment in Russia, with or without the czar, 
would not alarm European statesmen. On 
the contrary, .this change, by one method or 
another, is now regarded as almost inevyl- 
table. The real basis of alarm so widely felt 
lies in the answer to the question, will Rus- 
sia be allowed to work out ker own salvation 
without outside interference? 

Four days.ago the outlook for general peace 
never seemed brighter. The great struggle 
involving Russia’s position in world politics 
between Great Britain and France on one 
side and Germany on the other seemed @efi- 
nitely settled in favor of a general entente 
, between Great Britain, France, Russia, and 
Japan, witn the United States in the back- 
ground. 


Kaiser Tempts the Czar. 
Germany had offered extraordinary in- 
ducements to the czar to join in a policy 
which involved a division of Austria-Hun- 
gary between them, but Nicholas wisely 
chose the more peaceful course of maintain-

Mr. Washington's speech was in part as 
follows: ‘| , 
‘A great philosopher has said: * One gen- 
eration clears the forests, the next builds 
the palaces.’ Bach generation may try, and 
often does try, to escape the clearing of the 
forests, but if*they are not cleared the per- 
manent palace does not and will not appear. 

“A pave or a nation, just beginning a new 
life, has certain fundamental needs, with 
which educdtion should vitally and closely 
concern ttself. It needs the soil, methods 
of cultivation; it needs houses, methods of 
building them; it needs foed and methods 
of preparation; it needs teachers and schdol- 
Later, and in in- 
creasing numbers, it needs and can utilize 
the services of the professional classes. 

“ Every race that has gotten upon its feet 
has been misunderstood, has suffered, has | 
been persecuted, and the black race.can be 
no exception to the rule. The Jews, even 
the proud Anglo-Saxon, have wrought their 
way up through difficulties. My main con- 
cern just now about my race is that it shall 
be worthy, that it shall be within itself all 
that we représent it’ to be, that it shall con- 
tinually practice frugality, industry, mod- 
esty, and self-control. 


Urges Negroes to Be Creators.

SHONTS DENIES FRICTION 
WITH WAR SECRETARY TAFT. 


Chairman of Canal Commission Declares 
That He Has No Intention of Resign- 
ing—Cabinet Officer Sails for Panama

Washington, D. C., Oct. 28.—Chairman 
Shonts of the tsthmian canal commission 
today issued a signed statement practically 
denying that there is any friction between 
Secretary Taft and himself. The statement 
is brief, and relates to recent publications to 


that effect. 

He emphatically denies that he eyer threat- 
ened to resign unless he can have full powers 
in canal matters, with accountability only to 


the president, and added: 

‘With .regard to the public rumors of 
friction between Secretary Taft and myself, I 
wish to say emphatically that they are abso- 
lutely without foundation.” 

Taft Sails for Panama. 

Norfolk, Va., Oct. 28.—The fleet United 
States triple screw cruiser Columbia passed 
dut the capes of Virginia at 10:15 o’clock this 
morning, flying the pennant of the secretary 
of war and bearing tbt official and the ac- 
companying party, who ‘eft the national 
capital last evening bound for the isthmus of 
Panama. 

Secretary Taft ana other officials arrived 
at Old Point Comfort early this morning and 
immediately were transferred to the cruiser 
Columbia, which now is speeding rapidly 
down the coast and will probably pass late 
on Sunday the armored aruiser West Vir- 
ginia, which is bearing homeward President 
Roosevelt. 

The Columbla is expected to reach Colon 
early next week, and Secretary Taft will 
spend a week or ten days on the isthmus, re- 
turning to Washington about Nov. 15.

Fuel Oil Cheaper than Coal. 

Operating officials have received a report 
of the economies of fuel ofl in railroad shops, 
showing that there i@a great saving by the 
usd of this fuel in place of coal where the oil 
is readily obtainable. [It takes 40 centa’ 
worth of fuel oil—that is, forty gallons at 1 
cent a gallon—to reach the same result ar- 
complished by 500 poundsof bituminous coal, 
costing $1.25. It costs $12 a day to carry the 
coal from the coal pits to the furnaces, while 
one man can supervise the distribution of 
oil over the whole works. The expense of 
handling ashes and cinders is entirely elim- 
inated with the use of oll. The report shows 
that the hammered iron for locomotive forg- 
ings, when produced from fuel oil, is far su- 
perior for conditions where there are com- 
pressions and tensile, vibrating, and tor- 
sional strains than iron heated by coal. 

Transportation Notes. 

The interstate commerce commission will 
hold a hearing at Washington Nov. 2 to con- 
sider the question of increasing the percent- 
age of freight cars equipped with airbrakes. 
It is expected. that the. commission /will in- 
crease the minimum of cars in a train that 
must be equipped with power brakes. 

The Harriman lines have issued a new map 
of that portidn- of the United States over 
which their lines extend, showing the exact 
location of the hnes, instead of the conven- 
tional straight lines which usuaily appear in 
railroad maps.

DEAL FOR MAMMOTH HOTEL 
REPORTED TO BE CLOSED. 


Persistent Rumor That 
Has Made Contract for $5,000,000 
Structure in Michigan Avenue. 


A persistent report is in circulation in real 
estate and club circles to the effect that Otto 


Young has closed a contract for a ninety- 


nine year ground lease of the entire biock 
owned by him in Michigan avenue, between 
Peck and Hubbard courts, 

The lessees were said yesterday to be New 
York men with whom Mr. Young has been 
conducting negotiations for over a year, with 
the purpose of erecting a great hotel on the 
property to cost around 86,000,000. It is re- 
ported that the deal has progressed suffi- 
ciently practically to insure the carrying 
out of this project. It is stated that Mr. 
Young will be a large stockholder in the 
enterprise. 

it has been known since Mr. Young ac- 
quired this property that his purpose was to 
use it as the site for a great hotel. A year 
ago it was reported that negotiations to this 
end had been completed, but this was called 
premature by Lawrence Heyworth, Mr. 
Young’s son-in-law. Nevertheless, he ad- 
mitted that such negotiations had been un- 
dertaken. 

The property is considered well suited to 
the purpose. It has 400 feet frontage with a 
depth of 173 feet. It cost Mr. Young ap- 
proximately $1,400,000,

Their Purchase Forbidden, ‘Also 
Placing of Advertising in 
Programs. 


The ban has been placed upon social affairs 
of labor unions by the Employers’ associa- 
tion. Its members are instructed In notifica- 
tions sent out yesterday not to patronize 
union balls, picnics, mesquerades, or other 
entertainments under the auspices of or- 
ganized labor. 

The idea of establishing a social “* unfair” 
list originated with the executive committee 
of the Employers’ association, which passed 
the following resolution at a meeting on 


Friday: 

“In view of the unreasonable demands 
made by many labor organizations ne ad- 
vertisements shall be placed in any publica- 
tion, program, or souvenir of any kind uncer 
their control, and no admission tickets shall 
be purchased for balls. pienios, or any other 
amusements of like character emanating 
from euch sources.” 


Resolutions Sent to 

Secretary Frederick- W. Job mailed more 
than a hundred of these resolutions to large 
employers during the day. Union leaders 
who got hold of the circulars expressed sur- 
prise at the radical measures adopted by the 
business men, many of whom, they declare, 
have contributed largely in former years to 
the annual entertainments given by the 


unions, 
Madden Fight On Again. 

The charter of the Chicago Federation of 
Labor again is in danger. The dispute 
arises over the right of Martin B. (“ Skin- 
ny’) Madden to sit as a delegate in that 
body. Presigent Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor has directed Secretary 
L. W. Tilden of the United Association of 
Piumbers, Steamfitters, and Gasfitters to 
investigate the standing of Madden's union, 
the Junior Stearmfitters’, which, his enemies 
declare, is an “ independent " organization.

New Yorks, Oct. 28.—[Special.]—A big sensa- 
tion was chused in sporting circles today 
by Sprinter Duffey’s admission of profes- 
sionaligm, and nothing else was discussed at 
the clubs and@ other quarters where athletes 
resort. The local athletic authorities are not 
much surprised, for it has been an open secret 
for some time that the Georgetown man in- 
tended to tell it all, Lut they were disar- 
pointed that in his opening article ne did 
not mention: the names of shady amateurs 
whom he knew and the clubs which are so 
tempting with their money. 

James E. Sullivan, who is chairman of 
the record committee of the A. A. U., today 
gave orders that Duffey’s name and all his 
records be stiicken off the books, as well as 
the national championship, which he won in 
1899. Sullivan also is the pubNsher of the 
Athietic Almanac, which gives the records 
the world over, and he ordered all intercol- 
legiate, English, American, and Australian 
records to the credit of Duffey to ber re- 
moved from-that book. So far as history in 
sprinting goes, Duffey’s name will be a blank. 


Georgetown School in Ugly Fix. 

Duffey’s exposure places Goergetown uni- 
versity in an ugly position with the Inter- 
collegiate Association of Amateur Athletes 
of America, and it is understood the institu- 
tion will be asked to explain its action in 
indorsing the sprinter’s entry at the ‘inter- 
collegiate meet for four years, where he ap- 
peared for 100 yards. The unofficial state- 
ment was tothe effect that the Intercollegiate 
association would probably strike his name 
from its list of champion record holders. 

Sullivan made the following statement re- 
garding the Duffey exposure: 

“The confession of Arthur Duffey, made 
through his manager and by himself, that 
Duffey has been a professional athlete since 
1898, is the most ‘startling confession ever 
made in athletics. Many officials and athletes 
in the City of New York knew from the state- 
ments made quite recently by Duffey that 
he intended to make this exposure, therefore 
they are not at all surprised. 

“Pity is expressed on all sities for a man 
who now has it announced that he has been 
making a living out of athletics, when the 
officials and others believed him to be an 
amateur. 

No Doubt of Truth. 

“That the statement Is true of course all 
will admit. No good can possibly come 
from denying that this statement is not ab- 
solutely true, and his confession will, no 
doubt, be a good thing for amateur sport. 
It will open the eyes of the athletic offi- 
cials of the worid, who have been hookwinked 
for years. 

“Tt is a well known fact that officials of 
the Amateur Athletic union had decided to 
refuse a registration card to Duffey, should 
he try to compete again. They feit that, after 
his last trip around the country investigation 
would naturally be in order, so he now ex- 
poses himself and purposes the exposé of 
of others. — 

‘*‘In England they have a legal committes 
and legal funds to prosecute just such ath- 
letes as Duffey admits he is, and I firmly 
believe the intercollegiate association and 
the Amateur Athletic union of the United 
States shouldappropriate money and proceed 
to prosecute Duffey if possible.” 


Duffey Tells How ’Tis Done. 

As to the method by which the game has 
been worked with managers of athletic 
events. Duffey says: 

Managers of the meetings to which I am allud- 
ing are as keen as they are clever. Aliso that 
they recognize the queerness of their methods 
is evidenced by the fact that their overtures to 
d with much caution. 
therm committing their prope- 
their interviews with athietes 
are either conducted in private, with no other 
person present but themselves and the stars, or 
elise they take place through the medium ofa third 
person. Furthermore, the expenses to be allowed 
are known only to the parties directly involved. 

Expense Money Liberal. 

If this arrangement became known io the public 
or the associations the consequences might be 
unpleasant for manifest reasons. Of course, I do 
not feel justified in giving to my readers the exact 
sums ‘which crack athletes receive under the guise 
of expenses, but I may say they are of an ex- 
tremely liberal type and explain how it is possible 
for an amateur of moderate personal means o1 
no means at all to travel all over the world in order 
to take part in contests and return to the land of his 
birth with a bank account of a qomfortable nature 
indeed.

OPINIONS OF EXPERTS. 


COACH FIELDING H. YOST OF MICHIGAN—It 
was a fair game from many standpoints. North- 
western was considerably weaker than I had ex- 
pected, while 1 must confess that Stagg'> men 
were @ little stronger than I had expicted.

Latest Manifesto by Mayor Dunne 
Lets Down Fly by Night Promoters, 
Compels the Pugilists to Seek «a 
New Field, and Holds Regularly 
Organized Clubs to Hardpan Prop- 
osition—Terry McGovern Again in 
Limelight.

This lets down promoters of fly by night 
clubs, compels the local professionals to seek 
other pastures, and holds regularly organized 
clubs down to a hardpan proposition. It, 
however, gives professionals and amateurs 
the opportunity to whale away at each other, 
provided they wish to do so for the pleasure 
of it, but I have not, as yet, seen the glove 
wielder who will enter into a contest without 
an incentive other than the glory that may 
come to him by walloping his opponent.

Professional boxers, like professionals in 
other branches of sport, are not fn the game 
for the pleasure of it, and as for amateurs, 
they generally demand someihing to alleviate 
the sore spots which formidable opponents 
invariably bestow. The most difficult ob- 
structions to overcome which the mayor 
placed in the boxing road are compelling 
clubs to have their boxers on the member- 
ship list, restricting spectators to members 
only, and the no charge admission. It is hard 
to conceive at this writing how clubs like the 
Chicago Athietic and the new Illinois Athletic 
will overcome these obstacies. They might 
arrange to make honorary members of the 
boxers they select to take part In contests, 
but they will find it difficult to live up to the 
other requirements outlined by the mayor.

‘*Al” Thomas, whose stable was one of 
the most successful on the grand circuit this 
year, was in Chicago the other day en route 
from his home at Benson, Neb., to Titus- 
ville, Pa., where he will make headquarters 
at the Terrdce farm of J. C. McKinney, a 
Standard Oil man, for a couple of weeks. 

The Terrace farm horses, including the 
stallions, brood mares, and young things, 
are to goat auction in New York next month, 
and Thomas will get them into sale condi- 
tion, which, by the way, is no small task. 
At the Madison Square garden auctions all 
horses are shown in hand, and what they do 
at the end of a lead line largely determines 
the prices they bring. For that reason it is 
essential that all the young things be tutored 
to lead at top speed, and at this sort of work 
Thomas is withouta peer. He is the official 
leader at the big sales, and next month, for 
instance, he will put in nine consecutive 
days at the work, riding from 80 to 100 miles 
every day. 

Strain a Trainer Is Under. 

To sustain the tremendous physical strain 
that this work involves it is necessary to put 
himself and the six ponies he uses in the 
work in the best of condition. He and the 
nags he rides must be prepared to the min- 
ute, and about three weeks of preliminary 
practice is essential. More than this, the 
ponies, during their heartbreaking work at 
the auctions, Must receive the same carea 
racehorse does when he is out for the big 
money, which means that three first class 
grooms are engaged previous to the auction 
season by Thomas, and the work keeps them 
busy day and night. It is the case nearly 
every fall that some big breeding establish- 
ment is being closed out, and Thomas kills 
two birds with one stone by fitting the 
youngsters of such a farm to show in the 
New York ring. When their education is 
completed the colts can lead fast, and 
Thomas and his ponies are hard as nails— 
besides which Thomas is paid liberally for 
his work. 

Thomas expects to train at the Wheaton 
track, near Chicago, next season. It was 
over this course that he fitted Nathan Straus, 
Bonanza, Mainsheet, and the other horses 
of his string that raced so successfully last 
summer, and he will have a big stable there 
in 1906. Bonanza, the pony pacer that 
was second to Walter Direct in all three 
heats of the Chamber of Commerce purse 
at Detroit, has not raced since then. He 
was not heavily engaged this year for the 
reason that, while he was esteemed a good 
horse, he had not been tried out enough in 
really first class company to establish his 
exact status. But in his first race last 
summer against the crack green pacers of 
the country the little horse showed so much 
speed and such manners and gameness 
that it was decided to hold him over a year. 
He was trained moderately all summer, 
being driven in most of his fast work by 
Henry Thomas, and did what was asked of

It cannot be denied that racing has been 
much overdone in this yicinity, owing to the 
grasping tactics of its promoters. Beyond 
doubt it ts the. greed of’ these folk’ which 
creates hostility to the turf. Still it seems 
quite possible to force them to be content with 
reasonable profits wihout resorting to such 
extremes as to deprive of their undoubted 
rights the thousands who love to spend an 
afternoon in the open air watching the thor- 
oughbreds perform. 

Speculative Side Too Prominent. 


Of course betting is a natural concomitant 
of racing, and such is the temperament of our 
people that they are apt to make the specula- 
tive side too prominent.a feature... This ten- 
dency could be fn a measure checked by the 
elimination of the bookmaker and the sub- 
stitution for his blatant crew of the auto- 
matic Pari-mutual or totalisator. This has 
been done in France, where the turf is now 
more prosperous than in any other country, 
for by a law which came ipto operation the 
first of last month the mutual Is now the 
only form of speculation permitted on a race 
course in that country. Several! Australian 
commonwealths have also pursued the same 
course, legislating the totalisator, but pro- 
hibiting bookmaking. 

In each instance a percentage is deducted 
from the receipts “of the machines for the 
benefit of certain institutions, while the 
racing associations are also allowed a reason- 
able rakeoff. Under such a system here the 
evils inseparable from the making of in- 
dividual books would be wiped out, and a 
fund could be created which would really 
assist in improving the breed of horses. 


To Many Race Meetings. 
No doubt the turf conditions would be 
improved if local racing dates were so cur- 


tailed as to insure nothing but high class |

automatic bookmaking, and, until legally 
forced to, voluntarily devoted a percentage 
of the receipts from the machines to the en- 
couragement of the thoroughbred in the 
rural districts, they would do much to at- 
tain their ostensible object—improving the 
breed of horses in general. 

Suggests County Plate Races. 

Suppose, for instance, the officials of each 
county in the state, or, better probably, small 
groups of counties, were given a share of this 
percentage to add to races at their county 
fairs, confined to animals raised in their 
home districts, with a proviso that at least 
half the ameunt should be given to a weight 
forage raceatamileandahalf. How eager- 
ly would many farmers jump at the chance 
of breeding a winner of these ‘“ county 
plates ’’? Especially so if ‘“‘trying out” 
stakes of considerable value were established 
at the metropolitan meetings, for which only 
past winners of county plates were cligible. 
This series should culminate at the end of the 
season in a champion cup over a two mil 
course, to be competed for by winners of the 
“tryouts.” Then we should see a return to 
the racing of those good old days, when 
friendly rivalry between the owners of north 
and south was at its height, for every train 
into the city would be loaded with enthus!l- 
astic country folk eage: to see how their 
champions acquitted themselves for the final 
test, while even the preliminary events could 
not fail to draw large crowds from the dis- 
tricts which furnished the contestants. 

Farmers are now prosperous, so hundreds 
of them, if properly encouraged, would be 
willing to invest a trifle in a well bred mare 
In each district there would then be sufficient 
patronage for a carefully selected stallicn, 
which would sire many a valuable colt from 
common mares, besides his offspring reserved 
for racing. Thus, at practically no expense 
to any one, we should obtain a widespread in- 
fusion of the thoroughbred blood, which no 
practical dealer in high class horses can deny 
we sadly need, and which other countries are 
spending millions to acquire. 


Financial Strain Not Great. 


It would not be necessary for these farmer 
breeders to lose valuable time in developing 
their promising products. This track, as is 
the case in England, could safely intrusted 
to reputable public trainers. Following such 
a course would entail no drain on the breed- 
er’s bank account, for the expense, exclusive 
of jockey mounts, would not exceed $10 per 
week, and would be more than met by the 
money earned in local events. The salable 
value of his product must also be considered. 
Any winner of a “ tryout ’’ would command 
the price of a small farm, while the winners 
of the cup would sell for the value of an

DISTURBANCES NEXT YEAR. 


French Expert Declares That with 
Diminution of Solar Activity March 
or April Next May Be Marked by 
Great Upheavals of Earth’s Crust— 
Affirms Influence of Sum Spots on 
This HElanet and Gives Known 
Facts.

PARIS, Oct. 28.—Abbé Moreaw in a letter on 

the subject of the recent selce dette says: 

“ As solar activity will slowly diminish it 
is highly probable that earthquakes will oc- 
cur in March or April next.” 

It will be remembered that Abbé Moreau 
in a previous article which was widely pub- 
lished predicted the earthquekes which a 
few months ago devastated India, and which 
he held due to sun spots. 


Earthquakes Due te Suan. 

He declared in an article published this 
week: 

“ There is a connection between solar ac- 
tivity and voleanoes and even earthquakes. 
The awakehing of interna! forces of the globe 
coincides with the sudden change in the curve 
of the sun spots. The number of disturbances 
alone is not a decisive factor. Tnere must be 
sudden augmentationsor diminutions. Barthb- 
quakes, especiaily of volcanic action, are lo- 
calized on the limes of the fracture of the 
globe and particularly at the intersection of 
these lines—the west coast of the two Amer- 
icas, the line including the voleanic districts 
of eastern Asia, South Sea islands and Aus- 
tralia, and, finally, the depression of the Med- 
iterranean cutting the first three ‘ lines of 
fracture’ almost at right angles. 


Earth’s Crust Responsive. 

* These are facts. Hypotheses less ceftain 
have suggested that the sun acts on the 
crust of the earth either by causing potential 
electricity to vary or by modifying the heat 
sent to the earth. For both there would be 
dilation or shrinkage of the envelope.”

This does not mean, however, that they do 
not possess family names. The clergy, of 
course, have those borne by their fathers, 
while the royal personagés, notwithstanding 
a widely circulated statement to the contrary 
which I have frequently seen in print, are 
likewise endowed with patronymics which 
differ considerably from those popularly as- 
scribed to them. Thus the patronymic of the 
imperial ‘house of Russia {s not Romanoff, 
that of the reigning family of Portugal is not 
Braganza, nor yet is Bourbon the one to 
which Don Carlos, the duke of Orleans, and 
the king of Spain are entitled. I will even 
go further, the patronymic of Emperor Will- 
iam of Germany is not Hohenzollern, nor is 
Mapsburg that of the emperor of Austria. 
Among the few cases in which popular be- 
lief in this matter Is correct is the instance 
of the king of Sweden, whose patronymic 
every one knows to be Bernadotte, the name 
borne by. his great-grandfather, who was a 
Pyraneean peasant. Moreover, there is no 
shadow of doubt as to the patronymic of the 
king of Servia, which is Karageorgeovitch, 
and the same may be said of the ruler of 
Montenegro, whose family name is Niegoch. 


Bourbon Family Really Extinct. 


By the word patronymic, which is of Greek 
origin, and the etymologica] derivation of 
which is from pater (father), and onoma 
(name), I mean the name of the father, which 
has descended in a direct male line, and not 
that which has been assumed by reason of 
marriage with an heiress or other causes. 
Thus, the family of Bourbon became extinct 
as far back as during the reign of the Capet 
king, St. Louis, in the twelfth century, when 
his sixth son, Robert Capet, count of Cler- 
mont, married Beatrice of Bourbon, the last 
and sole surviving member of her house, 
whose name, title, and arms he thereupon 
assumed. It is from this union that deseended 
King Henry IV. of France, the ancestor of 
King Alfonso of Spain, of Don Carlos, of the 
claimant to the throne of Naples, the duke of 
Orleans, and all the 6ther members of the so- 
called house of Bourbon, whose patronymic 
is therefore Capet, and not Bourbon. 

Emperor Francis Josepb’s patronymic is 
not, as generally believed, Hapsburg, but 
Ethichon d’Alsace. The founder of the fdm- 
ily was Ethichon of Alsace, who livedin the 
seventh century.

Duke Francis of Lorraine, the marriage thus 
reuniting the two branches of this house 
after a lapse of more than a thousand years. 

The real patronymic of Emperor William 
is not Hohenzollern, but Zollern. The founder 
of this family was Tassilo, count of Zollern. 
The most important of the counts of Zollern 
in the middle ages was Count Eitel Frederick 
of Zollern, who lived towards the year 1300, 
and who had two sons, the elder of whom 
founded the house of Hohenzollern Sigma- 
ringen, while the younger, Rudotph Freder- 
ick, appointed burgrave of Nurembursg, 
founded the dynasty of which Emperor Will- 
fam is now the recognized chief. 

Czar Not a Romanof. 

Russia’s emperor is neither a Romanoff nor 
yet a Holstein Gotthorp, as has been stated. 
His aneestor whose patronymic he is en- 
titled to bear is Thierry, surnamed the For- 
tunate, count of Oldenburg, and a great- 

dson of Wittikind, the celebrated. an- 
tagonist of Charlemagne. He obtained the 
duchy of Schleswig-Holstein as a dowry 
with his wife; his son, Christian, assumed 
the name of Schleswig Holstein, and was 
elected king of Scandinavia mh the fifteenth 
century. It was one of his descendants, a 
duke of Schileswig-Holstein Gotthorp, who 
married the Grand Duchess Anne Romanoff, 
last surviving member of her race, and whose

son in turn ascended the throne of Russia in 
1762, under the name of Peter III. Itis from 
him that Nicholas II. is descended in an un- 
broken male line. 

Wettin is the patronymic of King Edward, 
of Leopold of Belgium, King Carlos of Port- 
ugal, King Albert of Saxony, and of several 
other sovereigns, the original Wettin, who 
died in 1156, being a descendant of the above 
mentioned Wittikind. From this it will be 
seen that much popular misconception pre- 
vails with regard to the real patronymics of 
the now reigning houses of Europe.

Government Raises Postal Rates 


on Large List of Periodicals 
from U. 8. in Vain. 


OTTAWA, Ont., Oct, 26.—[Special Cor- 
reapondence.}—As the evidence taken by 
the tariff! commission accumulates, it be- 
comes more and more clear that tariff re- 
vision will have to deal more largely than 
outsiders expected with American compet#- 
tion, in products already manufactured in 
Canada. A much greater proportion of 
American products of — claes, it is shown, 
are finding a market in Canada than was 
generally known. At Vancouver, for ex- 
ample, it has been discovered there is not 
a store tn that place but at least half its 
goods, most of which afe of a description 
manufact 


facture. 

Thies ie attributed, first, to inadequate 
protection, and, second, to the conditions 
under which American advertising mediums, 
in the shape of magazines, are allowed to 
pass through the Canadian mails. Many 
of these magazines, it is shown, whilst con- 
forming with the posta] regulations cover- 
ing such matter, are, In fact, simply an 
alluring guide to the products of American 
manufacturers and artisans with details 
and prices. The attention of the Canadian 
postoffice authorities having been called to 
this some time ago, a number of the maga- 
sineés referred to were removed from the 
second class schedule under which they 
had been passing through the Canedian 
matis at one-half cent per pound, and rated 
at one cent per two ounces or fraction 
thereof. 

Higher Postal Rates No Bar. 

The increase of the postal rate has not 
proved as effective ag desired, and it now is 
proposed tO clap On 4 stiff customs duty 
that will have the effect of practically pro- 
hibiting altogether the circulation of this 
class of publication in Canada. So dras- 
— & measuse may not commend itself to 

the judgment of the cabinet when they 
come to deal with revision, but they prob- 
ably will find it advisable to do something 
in the direction pointed out, as part of the 
general plan of restricting American com- 
petition in lines manufactured in Canada 
and building up the existing Canadian in- 
dustries and establishing new ones. 

The government has received notice that 
delegates from the British West Indies will 
attend the sittings of the tariff commission 
in Ottawa, representing the authorities of 
Jamaica, Trinidad, and Tobago. The Cana- 
dian conference tariff extends to Jamaica 
and Trinidad and the object of the mission 
is to submit evidence to the commis- 
sion as to the working of the preference in 
regard to the existing West Indian trade, 
and the change that can be made in the 
Canadian tariff to increase that trade.

ALARMING SITUATION IN RUSSIA. 

The Russian autocracy appears to have 
abdicated—-for the time being at least—in 
the provinces, and to exercise a precarious 
and timid authority at St. Petersburg. The 
dispatch from Moscow that delegates repre- 
| senting the different political parties have 
decided to unite in the establishment of a 
government to act independently of the 
local authorities and the reports that com- 
mittees of public safety are acting in such 
large cities as Kharkoff and Saratoff show 
that the government is palsied where it was 
supposed to be strong. It remains to be seen 
whether the various committees of safety 
which are supplanting the authorities will 
begin to act in concert and attempt to es- 
tablish a new government for the empire. 
Thus far Russian revolts against authority . 
have been disconnected and hence fruitless. 
One province has been quiet, while another 
has been in a tumult. There are signs now 
of unity of action, and of consequent peril to 
the empire. 

There has been a marvelous change in the 
situation sinee the day, early in the year, 
when a large but inoffensive body of St. 
Petersburg workingmen, assembled to peti- 
tion the emperor, was fired on by the troops 
and dispersed. Today the government does 
not order the troops to disperse the crowds 
that assemble in defiance of its orders. Its 
commands are disobeyed, and it does not at- 
tempt to compel obedience as it would have 
done once. 

This may be due to a wish to avoid blood- 
shed. Indeed, too much blood has flowed 
already. It may be due to the fact that the 
people are better armed than a year ago and 
might make desperate resistance. Another 
explanation is that the autocracy has lost 
faith in the army. If it cannot be depended 
on the autocracy is doomed. There will be 
either a peaceful or a bloody revolution— 
peaceful if there be any men of great ability 
who can “ direct fhe storm,” and bloody if 
there be none. 

There has for some time been reason to be- 
lieve that the Russian soldiers were ceasing 
to be antomatons. The magic word “ lib- 
erty’ has been breathed to them. The 
social democrats have had missionaries 
among them preaching a new gospel. The 
war department has done its best to stop the 
circulation of what it talled “ seditious lit- 
erature” among the soldiers, but it was 
unsuccessful. Many have read it and doubt- 
less have been influenced by it. 

Possibly it is growing distrust of the fidel- 
ity of the troops that has led to the more 
frequent employment of Cossacks for pur- 
poses of coercion. They are ignorant and 
will obey orders.: There are not enough of 
them to keep down an insurgent people. 
Not only.do the common soldiers appear to 
be distrusted but it is said that the imperial] 
guards—-picked and favored men-—are un- 
der suspicion. 

During the last- year there were in Russia 
naval mutinies, furious conflicts between 
troops and mobs, and attacks of different 
kinds on the established order of things 
which caused many to predict that the 
downfall of the autocracy was imminent. 
It has survived all those blows, and it may 
survive those now being dealt it. Things 
often happen differently in Russia from 
what they do in other. countries. This 
storm may blow over as others have. The 
men who have stopped work to engage in 
political demonstrations may go back to 
work to get food. But they may not. go 
back, and if so there is no telling what hun- 


| gry men may not do. 


It is significant that English papers like 
the Times and Telegraph look on thé situa- 
tion as extremely seriots. They are con- 
servative, and also usually well informed. 
Unless they are mistaken a new and start- 
ling chapter in the history of Russia will be 
written within the next few days. It is to 
be hoped that it will be a bloodless chapter. 


VOTE FOR THE BONDS. / 

Two measures relating to parks will be 
submitted to the voters of the west side at 
the coming election. One provides for the 
issue of $2,000,000 of bonds for the im- 
provement of the parks in the west park dis- 
trict. The other is for an issue of $1,000,000 
for the purchase of small parks and play 
grounds in that district.

Roosevelt luck has carried . him 
through many places more dangerous than 
a southern-fever district.- His luck began 
to manifest itself long ago. It was with 
him through the Spanish war, and ‘has re- 
mained with him ever since. On his south- 
ern trip no untoward incidents came to men- 
ace his safety until the accident to the Mag- 
nolia oceurred. The aceident might have 
been fatal. So might the Cuban campaign, 
the accident in which a trolley car struck the 
presidential earriage, or a dozen other 
events in which the president has figured: 
But the Roosevelt luck was standing guard 
while. the president slept. The south is, 
therefore, enabled to send the president 
home safe and sound from his visit. 

It has been argued, and not without some 
justification, that the president bas exposed 
himself too much since his entry into office. 
Certainly he has exposed himself much more 
than any other president and has had more 
narrow escapes from death or injury. But 
it should be remembered that he is no stiff, 
oftice-bred president. He is essentially a 
man of activities, willing to take any and 
all of the chances that fall to the lot of his 
countrymen. His luck carried him through 
accidents just as it does. through etate and 
party. crises. Mr. Roosevelt's opponents 
must. become discouraged as they view the 
multiplying evidences of his luck, while those 
who do not share the general like for him 
must acknowledge it as a powerful factor 
for national good. 


FOR: FOREST PRESERVES. 


The voters will have an opportunity a 
week from next Tuesday to mark their bal- 
lots for or against g¢he organization of a 
forest preserve district. ‘The primary object 
is to preserve for the public certain extensive 
and beautiful woedland tracts In this coun- 
ty. Some are on the Desplaines and some 
on the Calumet. They. can be purchased 
now for a moderate price. If the purchase 
be delayed they wil) partly be cut down and 
it will cost more to get those that are left 
than it will cost to get them all at present. 

There is a general agreement that the 
forests should be saved to be the outer parks 
of a larger and more populous city. But 
serious objections to the law under which it 
is proposefi to save them for the public have 
been raised by men whose sincerity, intel- 
ligence, and love for the city cannot be 
questioned. They assert that the president 
and commissioners who are to manage the 
affairs of the forest preserve district if it be 
created will have it in their power to spend 
much money without restriction or super- 
vision. ‘They will be authorized to issue at 
once $4,000,000 of bonds and to levy a yearly 
tax of $400,000 for maintenance. They say 
that this will mean either an increase of tax- 
ation or a diversion of taxes from city and 
school purposes to park purposes—from mu- 
nicipal needs to municipal luxuries. 

They point out further that the law has 
more to say on the subject of pleas- 
ure driveways than of forest preserves, 
The commissioners are authorized to estab- 
lish driveways about where they please and 
to levy special assessments for the purpose. 

It is contended that no new taxing agency 
should be created. The consolidation of 
those now existing is being sought for. To 
ereate another would add to the difficulties 
of the undertaking. It is almost impossi- 
ble to get rid of a taxing body when once 
created. It makes friends in the legislature 
and among the politicians, and they stand 
by it. 

There is force to some of these objections. 
Others are weak or point out defects which 
are curable by subsequent legislation. It 
must be assumed that Gov. Deneen, who 
will select the commissioners if a forest 
preserve district is organized, will appoint 
conservative,. moderate men, who will not 
hasten to frame extravagant plans and who 
will not spend all the money the law em- 
powers them to. They could not, if they 
wished to, expend at first the yearly amount 
allowed them for maintenance. They must 
get the forest lands by purchase or condem- 
nation before they can spend money for 
maintaining them. If they were conserva- 
tive men they would not consider projects 
for boulevards or driveways until they had 
the forests. 

Gov. Deneen is not immortal. His good 
commissioners may be replaced by the bad 
ones of his successor. But Mr. Deneen will 
be in office for three years, The legislature 
will be in session in a little over a year and 
it ean amend the law so as to limit the ex- 
tensive and uncontrolled powers it gives the 
commissioners, especially as regards pleas- 
ure driveways and special assessments. It 
can amend the law so as to require the com- 
missioners to make full annua! reports to the 
governor. 

The organization of the district will not 
affect the revenues of the city or the schools, 
As to thé creation of another taxing body it 
is a misfortune, but apparently there is no 
other way in which the forests can be se- 
cured. 

The law can be amend led so as to provide 
for its consolidation with the other park

governments when they shall be consoli- 
dated.

It 
shows the tremendous importance of the 
whole matter and at the same time the baf- 
fling confusion and glaring abuses developed 
by uncontrolled railroad managers. Mr. 
Baker regards railroad rates indeed as the 
issue which is to align “in this country 
» » « two great new parties, one a pro- 
gressive party, seeking to give the govern- 
ment more power in business affairs, the 
other a conservative party, striving to retain 
all the power possible in private hands.” 

Railroad rates plainly determine local 
development. ‘* Change the railroad rate,” 
says Mr. Baker, “and a siniilar revolution 
takes place not only in the affairs of the 
railroad company, but in the prosperity’ of 
every town, every prodnéer, and every con- 
sumer on the line.” In other words the 
modern highway is the railway, and the 
terms on which it can be enjoyed are vital to 
all enterprise. 

The complexity and confusion of present 
railroad rates are appreciated by few per- 
sons. “As for a science of rate-making, 
there is no such thing.” A’railroad rate is 
‘a compromise of greed” bhetween the 
selfish interests which are concerned and 
are in control. An army of 5,000 experts 
are constantly engaged in dealing with rate 
affairs. Nominally there is a sixfold classi- 
fication of freight with respect to tariffs, but 
this ostensibly simple system is a blind for 
innumerable exceptions. Over 2,000,000 
* separate tariffs ”’ are on file with the Inter- 
state commerce commission and every day’s 
mail brings 500 new tariffs. 

It is, however, the discriminations prac- 
ticed which have chiefly provoked the pub- 
lic. lowa farmers last winter paid 30 per 
cent to 50 per cent higher rates than 
Nebraska farmers to get their wheat to sea- 
board, although Nebraska wheat passed 
eastward through Iowa. A Denver merchant 
pays $2.24 per hundred on cotton goods 
from Boston, while the San Francisco mer- 
chant, who enjoys the benefit of water com- 
petition, pays $1. The Spokane merchant 
is charged on shipments from the east the 
rate to Seattle plus the rate from Seattle 
back to Spokane. He pays $93 more on a 
carload than the Seattle merchant and hus 
it hauled 250 fewer miles. The New York 
or Vermont farmer must pay as much as the 
distant lowa farmer to get his butter to the 
New York market. A manufacturer starts 
in a small town, but ‘discriminating freight 
rates soon compe! him to seek the big town 
or go under. “ The little towns are taxed 
for the success of the big towns ” and little 
men for the suceess of big ones. Snech ex- 
amples, too, as those above, are alleged to 
be “‘instances of a universal condition in 
this country.” 

That this condition, dominated by a hand- 
ful of private persons, cannot possibly be 
allowed fo continue is the moral of Mr. 
Baker's article, as itis the opinion of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. There are principles of 
justice and order which can, should, and in- 
deed must be enforced by public authority 
upon American railroad rates. 


AN IMPOSTOR DETECTED. 

The story of a curious case in which M. 
Bertillon’s thumb imprint system of identi- 
fication was put to effective use comes from 
Paris. A short time ago a young man was 
found in that city’s streets talking a strange 
jargon. Professional translators, polyglots, 
and alienists were called in, but none could 
understand him. It was surmised that he 
was a wanderer from some part of the earth 
with none of whose natives cosmopolitan 
Paris had before come in contact. One day 
a corps of distinguished philologists was 
coming to see him to get material for a 
learned report & the academy of belles let: 
tres. A party of society folk procured tick- 
ets to visit him, and ** Rita Amor,” as the 
young man called himself, promised to be 
the reigning fad of the French capital. 

M. Bertillon interposed here,. however, 
A com- 
” thumb print disclosed 
that he was a common vagabond from the 
Tyrol named Rinaldo Agostini, who had 
once been convicted at Marseilles. Having 
been trapped, Rinaldo told a story which set 
the city laughing at the “ experts ’ who had 
attempted to solve the mystery that for 
some time surrounded him. He had suf- 
fered two imprisonments for vagrancy, and 
had a not unnatural anxiety to escape a 
third. Being master of three languages, he 
patched their words and syllables together 
so as to make it appear he was speaking an 
unknown tongue; and it was this gibberish 
that baffled the Parisian language masters. 

The Agostini incident recalls the case of 
George Psalmanazar, which was famous in 
England 200 years ago. After having tray- 
eled over Europe in various characters, 
Psalmanazar, as he called himself, appeared 
in London, where he represented that he 
was Japanese. Having been “ converted ”’ 
to Christianity, he was employed by the 
bishop of London to translate the church 
catechism into a jargon he said was the 
Formosan language. In 1704 he published 

‘ Historical and Geographical Description 
of Formosa,” and he later wrote several] 
other books relating to Formosa, and print- 
ed a Formosan alphabet. Exposure at last 
being inevitable, he confessed that his name 
was not Psalmanazar, that he was not a 
Japanese, that he had never been near FYor- 
mosa, and knew nothing of its history or 
geography, and as little of its language, the 
* alphabet " he had published being a meré 
invention. He was a Frenehman, and was 
believed to bave been born in Languedoc, 
but he never told his pame or birthplace. 
He lived in London long after his imposture 
was disclosed, and was a friend of Dr. John- 
son, who professed a high regard for him. 

A repetition of the Psalmanazar case 
probably would be impossible now, both be- 
cause the world and its various peoples are

He maintained, unjestingly, and 
following closely in the footsteps of the late Dr. George M> Beard of New 


‘York, that the effective, moving, vitalizing work of the world has been done 


hetween the ages of 25 and 40, and that above the latter age men are com- 
paratively useless. Subtracting, he said, from the sum of Luman achieve- 
ment in action, in science, in literature, and in art, the work of the men 
above 40, we should be, notwithstanding the loss of a few scattered treas- 
ures of great pice, practically where we sre today. It would be an in- 
ealculable benefit, he argued, in commercial, in political, and in professional 
life, if men stopped work at 60 years of age. 

The most vigorous period of human life in its entirety is obviously be- 
tween 25 and 40 years of age, but to say that men above the latter age are 
comparatively useless, is to fly in the face of the biographical dictionary. 
Much of the best work of the world has been done by men over 40, and we 
should by no means stand where we are, but would be back in the twilight 
ages if bereft of what they have accomplished. I could quote numerous 
instances in every department of human activity in refutation of Osler’s 
age limit at 40, and were a balance struck between the truly great and 
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alth Beyond Wildest Dreams.

. Now, while these phenomenal figures are for the United States, one 
must not forget that vast wealth is awaiting workmen in Canada, Mexico, 
Central and South America. How vast it all is can hardly be conjectured. 
To say that it is fully four or five times that of the United States is to 
paint the possibilities of the continent in safe if not modest colors. 

The woods of the continent’s forests range from scrub pine to the 
rich and rare woods of the world—mahoganies, ebonies, and rosewoods. 
Their names alone would require columns. I often wonder jf the wealth 
in« American mines is as great as that in Amerlcan forests. One fact is 
certain, the mines one day will cease to yield, while the forests may be 
made to increase their output. The farms, fertile beyond anything the 
old world ever dreamed of, are incredibly rich. Wheat, corn, cotton, sugar 
cane, fruits of all kinds, from the softest and mest delicious of tropical 
varieties to the hardest of the temperate zone, abound. 

Long before the discovery of gold in California Europe, particularly 
Spain, had received billions in bullion gold and silver from the mines of 
South and Central America. Estimates put the amount for Spain alone

truth is that mothers-in-law, like other people, are of all sorts—good, bad, 
dnd indifferent—and like other women have their virtues and their faults.

One’s blood relations are not always exactly what one might wish had 
one power to choose Th.ere is an old Scotch proverb which pithily tells the 
tale: “ Better kind friends than fremit (unfriendly) kin.” Men are fully 
as likely to dis.gree with their fathers-in-law as with their mothers-in- 
law; only in the newspaper jokes it is the other way round, and it is the 
wife’s father who takes exception to his son-in-law. Sisters and brothers 
in law do not always dwell together in peace and harmony. There is much 


with infirmities that do not necessarily belong to it. 
to what extent retrogression is thus hastened and old age abbreviated, I 
would say that it is a good working hypothesis that the natural life of man 
is 100, and that in so far as it falls short of that it is “ curtailed of fair 
proportion.” 

Every man is, I think, entitled to his century, and every woman to a 
century and a little more, for women live longer than men. Every child 
should bé brought up impressed with the obligation of living to 100, and 
should be taught how to avoid the irregularities that tend to frustrate that 
laudable ambition. 4 

Metchnikoff, who accepts as probable the assignment of such ages as 
100 to 120 years to biblical personages, such as Aaron, Moses, and Joshua, 
says our inmost convictions assure us that the present duration of life is too 
short, and expresses his opinion that a science of the prolongation of life 
can be built up. 

To lengthen as well as to strengthen the lives of the people is the object 
of preventive medicine. Certain great measures that lie beyond its scope 
are first of all necessary if we would prolong the days of the masses of our 
people. Regular employment must be secured and poverty diminished by

gan, Duluth, and Two Harbors on Lake Superior, at the cheapest ton- 


mile rates in the world to Buffalo, Cleveland, and other lake cities. 

Of the world’s wonderful harbors we possess as large a share, propor- 
tionately, as we do of its coal, iron, gold, cotton, and corn. harbors 
on the Atlantic, two or three on the Pacific, and many on the great lakes 
are unsurpassed by the best in Europe and Asia. Out of forty of the 
world’s best harbors and splendid .waterways we have surely half, or 
twenty, if not more. When a canal is cut to connect the lakes with the 
gulf—and such a canal will be cut—and another to unite the Pacific and 
Atlantic, when the Erie is deepened so as to pass ocean steamers In and 
out without breaking freight, an era is to open for us and for this continent 
unsurpassed in human history. And all these things are to come. No 
power on earth can prevent them; no power on earth will prevent or wants 
to prevent them. 

Whereas, we were long dependent on Europe for the capital necessary 
to exploit our mines, our farms, and factories, we are rapidly reaching 
out into other countries with our own capital. The Rockefellers, Ryans, 
Morgans, Carnegies, and Westinghouses are the wonder workers in the 
financial world.

Mra. Johngon, like so many American women, 
has suffered for years from nervous ailments, 
real and imagined, the result for the most 
part of injudicious ways of livingon the part 
of this and former generations.

Uniess he has the best of organi- 
gations he may lose 18 or 20 per cent of hig 
botties, a loss which ho milk business’ can 
stand. In short, the milk business ig foreign 
to itself, and has not one other industry ina 
great city to compare with its fly. like life, 
No canvassér for any other business in ‘he 
modern business world mieets with the nega+ 
tives that come to the canvasser for a new. 
milk delivery. No other business {s as hard - 
to put on its feet at the present day, and when 
it is on its feet.it is more hopelessly at the 
mercy of the delivery, boy than is any, other 
business age 8- a eee at the home. 


Must Be Early aud Cause Kicks. 

The man who delivers. milk must be early 
enough in the. morning everywhere on his 
rouve. Therefore he must be extremely early 
at the first stops on that route. Yet the earlier 
he {s the more likely he is to arouse indig- 
nation at thé noises of horse, wagon. and his 
own hurried heels. Ordinarily the delivery 
man wears rubber boots, but he ts iikely to be 
asked (to provide. rubber shoes for his horse 
and rubber tires for his wagon. And it isn’t 
easy to do that when a good horse, wagon, 
and harness cost $500, and when a quart of 
milk at 7 cents ts delivered in gum. shoe 
silence In a 5 cent breakable glass bottle, 
with a possibile 1 cent a quart as the net 
profit. 

To start a bottle milk delivery in one of the 
modern great cities calls for a good deal of 
nerve and then for a most elastic tempera- 
ment. The milk business is a persona! busi- 
ness, In which the personality of the person 
at the head of it figures more largely than 
in any similar business. The grocer selilsa 
leaf of bread and a cut of meat and a basket 
of vegetables, and when the grocer boy has 
dumped them on the kitchen table the iden- 
tity of the producers is lost. But with the 
milk, until] the last drop of it bas been con- 
sumed, the name of the milkman and the 
individuality of,the delivery man are asgso- 
ciated with it. If the man came too early 
and made too much noise in the coming—if 
he came too jate for the family to have 
cream for breakfast--if a portion of a.bottle 
has soured when it looks as if it should not— 
all of this comes back to the milkman with 
the intent to penalize him. 

A milk business distributing 5.000 quarts 
of milk a day would be worth business con- 
gideration in a big city. Roughly the mun 
handling such a business would need to Iin- 
vest $50,000 as a starter. This would be for 
his city equipment alone, presupposing that 
he would buy hie milk in the country and bot- 
tle it at his city depot.

Dealer Mince as to Milk. 

Ordinarily ihe city dealer im bo.tled milk 
knows litle or nothing of the milk that he 
dispenses. The milk agent of a railroad com- 
pany, hearimgiwhat he degires to esiablish 
a milk business, goes to him asking in what 
quantities he desires milk. This agént’s 
business is to go inte the country among 
the dairymen, arranging for the shipment of 
so much.milk. A cow that will average*ten 
quarts of milk a day is a good one. A dairy 
with .ita thirty cows is about the average. 
Such a dairy. will supply only 300 quarts of 
milk ip one shipment each day. Seventeen 
dairies .would be necessary to supply the 
5,000 quarts a day to the milk cealers sug- 
gested.in this article. This means the proc- 
esses of seventeen different dairy manage- 
ments mixed in: the one genera] commodity, 
milk, supplied by the firm of city dispensers, 
One may see at a glance how the milk of 
one Gay may not be the milk of another day 
to all consumers, end how little the dis- 
pensing firm may know from a sanitary point 
of view just what it is doing.

WagesRising,Hours Shortest 
eo National Labor Bureau, 


By John 


OUR wages have increased, your pay 
per hour has become greater, and 
your hours of work shorter in the last 
ten years. If not, you are an indi- 
vidual who is cutting down (the average 

of the workers of the United States, for the 


‘Jatest report of the vureau of labor declares 


that the wages of the workers of the United 
States have advanced steadily, gaining little 
by little on the increased cost of living, and 
that the working hours have decreased. 

The number of employés has decreased— 
end therefore either many of us have grown 
rich and retired from work or joined the 
army of the unemployed. The bureau of 
labor report on the status of lebor in the 
United States reveals the fact that if any 
wofker’s condition has not improved vastly 
in the last ten years, and sharply in the last 
three, he is falling behind the processton 
The bureau has made no investigation of any 
trade or craft or labor that does not employ 
10,000 or more workers 

Really the census, while of course neces- 
sarily incomplete, ils fairly representative and 
embodies every large class of workers and 
almost all the organized crafts, so the figures 
prove, seemingly without a doubt, that ihe 
condition of the workers of the United States 


ia improving steadily. 


Causes Are Not Given. 

As to the causes the bureau remains silent, 
‘merely stating the results found from in- 
vestigating tens of thousands of factories, 
workshops, and offices in all districts of the 
country. 

The summary table prepared by the bureau 
shows clearly the conclusions arrived at by 
the investigators. 

The firet table shows the relative employés, 
bours per week, wages per week, per hour, 
weekly earnings per employé, and of all em- 
ployés. It shows surprising results. The 
table is as follows:

Cheese Making Big Industry. 

Returning to the valleys, the peasantry of 
Grugére, Emmenthal, and the neighboring 
vales spend the summer making cheese. The 
cheese is of three grades, the best.is made of 
cream and is kept for years. These peasants 
oftentimes do not manufacture their own 
cheese, but rent it to the farmers. In many 
parts the cattle owners have a hard time 
earning a living. They and their families 
down to the smallest are busy in the garden 
and in the near lying meadows. All must 
work from early morning until late at night, 
for the summer is short and everything de- 
pends on getting in the crops.’ The cattle are 
kept on the common hold. It is in the small 
gardgn they plant patches of wheat, barley, 
and potatoes, while the family clothing is 
made from the little fields of hemp. 

The working of the flax is no light task; it 
is left standing until the’ seeds are grown. 
The pulling then begins; it is laid to dry and 
collected in bundles. The seeds are removed 
by drawing the fiax through iren combs. In 
some parts the seeds are beaten out. The 
stalks are broken at home. 

These peasant women not only weave their 
own clothes, but they increase their meager 
sustenance by weaving the woof and warp 
in their own homes and return it woven to 
the seller. 

In many of the villages in the Bernese 
Oberland end the Saleure Jura watch and 
clock making are by-industries. In the win- 
ter, when husbandry cannot be carried on 
the Swiss peasants spend their time making

Back to Trade for More Pay. 

I was just good enough as a bookkeeper 
to hold an assistant’s job, net goed enough to 
get an advance in salary or position. There 

Was no chance for me to get inté afother 
‘branch of the firm, where I might have made 
e hit. I knew that I could make more money 
right then as a machinist, an@ I needed the 
ynoney right then. I was planning to mar- 
ried, and | figured that a steady job at $15 a 
‘week was better for me than one at in a 
vocation that I wasn’t at all adapted for, 
even if there was a better chance for ad- 
vancement in it than in the shop. 
So I went back to my trade. syeey kan 
within a year after that—and I had $300 saved 
out of my salary by that time.

There have been strikes, layoffs, 
and other things that take out time Prob- 
ably I have worked an average of eleven 
months out of each year, and that is a good 
average for a machinist in this day of fierce 
competition. My income has averaged justa 
little leas than $800a@year.

Hopes of Future Small. 

My hopes of the future are not much. Some 
time I suppose I'll be too old to go to work 
in the machine shop and too old to do any- 
thing else. But that won't come for fifteen 
years yet, and by _that time I'l) have my in- 
surance paid up and the children will be big 
enough to look out fer themselves and possi- 
bly help care for their parents. If:we had a 
home of our own instead of renting I'd feel a

How to Multiply Rapidly. 


N all the following fllustrations the an- 
swers, where any fractional remainder 
exists, will be given commercially—that is 
to say, to the nearest whole number. 
This is the only result cared for in 
business circles and as the method of find- 
ing the fractional! parts is quite different from 
that followed in ordinary arithmetic, this 
method will be followed exclusively. 
First, take the multiplication of any two 
numbers, one of which contains a fraction. 


EXAMPLD NO. 1. 

Multiply 84 

by 8% 
Answer 714 

Rule—Multiply first by the fraction and 
then proceed as in the multiplication of whole 
numbers, adding the fraction to the first 
product obtained. 

Process—One-half of 84 is 42, and 8x4 are 
82, which added to 42 (the product of the frac- 
tion) gives 74. Putdown 4 and carry 7, and 
8x8 are 64, and the 7, you carry, makes 7/1, 
completing the. operation. 

EXAMPLE NO. 32. 
Multiply 46% 
by 14 

Answer 651 
* In this instance, after ascertaining the 
value of the fraction, proceed by cross multi- 
plication according to the rule laid down in 
the preceding lesson, thus: Seven is the frac- 
tion, and added to the first product (4x6) 
makes 81. Put downl,andcarry8. Multiply 
4x4, and add the 3 you had to carry to your 
product, and multiply 6x1 and add this to 
your first product, 19+6—25. Put down 5 and 
carry 2, then say 4xl4é and 2 (the sum car- 
ried) makes 6. 

When both numbers contain fractions as- 
certain the value of each fraction, and add- 
ing them together, proceed as before. 


EXAMPLE NO. 3. 
Multiply 164% 
by 614 


Answer 1,069 
Process—The fractions make 85 (82+8). 
The operation is now reduced to the simple 
one of multiplying 164 by 6, adding the sum 
of the fractions to the first product. Try it. 
The exact answer to the above example is 
1,060%. It can be seen from this that the 
approximate process of figuring is near 

enough for all practical purposes.

by 84%

Process—Ascertain the value of the frae

Gives Basis for Greater Work. 

The young man who will give the preceding 
examples a fair amount of attention should 
be able to master them. Having done so, he 
will have gained considerable insight into one 
valuable method of short multiplication, and 
also have prepared hig mind forsthe more 
difficult and more valuable method to come 
later. In the meantime those interested 
might try a few examples like the following: 

Multiply 142% by 6%. Answer, 926, 
Multiply 42% by 22. Anewer, 966. 
Multiply 264% by 7%. Answer, 1,986. 
Multiply 142% by 5% Answer, 784. 

In working the above examples it would 
be well to try and do them as they stand in 
the text. This is the way they are set down 
in invoices, and it is of course best to learn 
to do them that way, the point being to 
make yourself familar with the relation each 
figure bears to the other, when set down in 
a business way. 

A word about getting the fraction quickly 
and correctly. When only ene of the numbers 
to be multiplied contains a fraction and the 
other number is odd, take haif of the next 
higher whole number, as: 117x64¢—761, frac- 
tion 58. 

When there are fractions on both numbers 
and both numbers are odd; give on one, take 
on the other, as: 11944x714¢=896, sum of frac- 
tion 63. 

When the numbers are both even, disre- 
gard the fractions entirely, taking half of 
the whole numbers only. These rules give 
the desired results when the fractions are 
halves, and a little later you will receive 
full instructions in regard to figuring by 


other fractions. 


* * 
Rule That Proves Useful 

The following rule sometimes is useful. It 
is an easy one to learn and affords pleasant 
practice to the beginner: 

When wishing to square any number ending 
in %4, as 644, or 12%, multiply the whole num- 
ber by the next higher whole number, thus: 
64%x6%—6x7, or 42, and 1244x1244—12x18, or 
156. Should the exact product be required 
add the fraction to the product obtained 
by the above method and you will have the 
exact result, as: 188146x188}4—19,182%4. 


The above rule also applies to all sums 
where the whole number is the same, and the 
sum of the fractions equal te one, as: 109%x 
19%=380. 

Should the exact result, im cases like the 
last, be at any time desired, add the product 
of the fractions to the product of the whole 
numbers, thus: Multiply 74x7%. Here we 
multiply 7x8 and add the product of the frac- 
tions, which ig 8-16, making the exact answer 
56 3-16. 

As the product of no two fractions whose 
sum is equal to 1 can amount to as much as 
1%, you can always obtain the correct busi- 
ness answer to all examples conforming to 
the conditions governing this rule, by mul- 
tiplying the whole number by the next higher 
whole number and ignoring the fraction. 

This ends the lessons on cross multiplica- 
tion, and by giving them close study you 
should in a short space of time be able ‘to 
perform any example by this method. We 
have repeated the caution about study, be- 
cause nothing can be mastered without it.

The following method of proving sums 
in multiplication is based on the same prin- 
ciple as that used in proving addition. The 
reduction to a single figure of all sums being 
as necessary in this case as in the other.

BEOPL®Y who cannet draw straight lines 
and who desire to copy designs from 
paper on to wood, orto enlarge designs, 
needa pantograph. And it can be made 
at home ‘with smal! cost. ‘ The device 

is invaluable for those who do fréetwork or 
inlaid work and for hundreds of others. 

The pantograph is.used in scores of ways, 
yet {ft is simple in construction and in use. 
The use of the apparatus will be understood 
readily freth an examination of figure L, 
which shows the machine complete. 

Tais instrument is made almost entirely of 
wood. It consists of four perforated wood- 
en limbs or rules A, B, C, and D, and a block 
E. These limbs are arranged in pairs, and 
joined together at the crossing, the two cross- 
ings being also joined together at F and G. 
The perforations are made at uniform dis- 
tances, in accordance with the scale of meas- 
urement. The pivoted joints by which the 
top pairs are connected are constant, while 
the joints between the two intersecting limbs 
of each pair may be shifted by inserting 
the joint pins H in different holes in each 
limb. By thus changing the pins the copy 
may be reproduced in any scale, either larger 
or smaller than the original, or it may be 
drawn the same size. 

In constructing, first make the block E from 
a piece of wood % Inch thick, % inch wide, and 
2% énches long to the shape of Fig. 2. Now 
cut the two limbs or’strips A and B ¢Fig. 1), 
both 1 foot 34% inches long, similer to Fig. 8. 
At J Griliva & inch hole for the pencil to fit; at 
the other end of the limb B @rill a 1-16 ineh 


hole; these holes must be 1 foot 2% inches 
apart from center tocenter. ThelimbA must 
be similarly drilled with a 1-16 Inch hole at 
each end. Now cut the other two limbs for 
C and D.1 foot 0% inch long, and % inch from 
the end of each drill a % inch hole for the 
tracing point, which can be made with a wire 
nail 1 inch long. When this Is inserted one 
pair of limbs will be complete; the other pair 
are coupled in a similar manner, Each limb 
is % inch wide and 8-16 inch thick, arid shown 
separate in Figs. 4and 5; the perforations are 
shown in the illustration; each hole is % inch 
apart. The coupling pins are made from 
fine screws. It will. be convenient to mark 
the perforations as shown in Fig. 1. 

When a copy is to be made, the evrrespond- 
ing numbers on the limbs are put together. 
In use the end pivot K is placed in the block 
E, the pivot F sliding on the plane surfate 
of Ahe table according to the impulse given 
to-it, the end hole J carrying the pencil, and 
the coupling of the two limbs C and D carry- 
ing the tracing point G. Lines traced by 
G also will be drawn by Jona larger scale, 
corresponding to the adjustment. 

If the copy is to be reduced the tracing 
point is placed at Jandthe pencilatG. With 
the fingers of one hand on the tracing point, 
move it carefully over the design; at the same 
time, with the other hand, apply just suffi- 
clent ‘pressure to the pencil to cause it to 
make its mark as it travels over the paper. 
All drawings can afterwards be shaded as 
desired.

CLASS of workers all to themselves, 
and in the main much maligned, are 
those In charge of the salary loan of- 
fices, and that they have many trou- 
bles of their own will be readily ac- 
knowledged by those who understand that 
their positions depend absolutely on their dis- 
cretion and ability in making good loans, and 


- in getting the money in again without trouble 


or loss. 

Just now, when the bill passed by the state 
legislature regulating the making of loans on 
salary, and providing that all usurious con- 
tracts of this nature be void except under cer- 
tain conditions, the means and ways of the 
business should be made public. Not every 
loan shark is a shark; not every who ob- 
tains a loan of this kind !s of th® poor and 
oppressed species. 

Perhaps It will be news to many when thcy 
are told that the better kind of salary loan 
offices are all run and conducted by low 
voiced, soft eyed, but capable business wom- 
en, and that several of the city’s large and 
influential banks are behind these enter- 
prises. It will also doubtless be a surprise 
when they learn that many men occupying 
good positions are borrowers from such of- 
fices of large and small amounts for short 
and long periods. Yet if these are facts there 
are, too, the ugly facts of the hard and grasp- 
ing sharks of the business where those in 


charge are skinflints, Shylocks, and abusers 


of the poor and needy, and where the Green- 
burg constable type and dubious collection 
agencies are the side partners in this traffic 
of men’s freedom. : 

* a 


How “Best” Sharks. Work. 

To take an office of the best type. Loans 
are only made to employés of proved stand- 
ing and straightforward habits. Loans are 
confined to certain sums for a certain sal- 
ary. For example, $100 a month or $25 a 
week will admit of a total indebtedness at 
any one time of not more than $50. In some 
offices, though, a loan of $100 will be made 
on such a salary, but only in such cases 
where the borrower has established a repu- 
tation for business like care of obligations, 
stability of character, and honesty. 

What the managers of these offices most 
seek is honesty, for where they know they 
have that they know there will be no losses, 
but that sooner or later thé loans will be 
repaid with all back interest. Therefore, 


those in charge must be of good discrimina- ° 


tion as to all sorts and conditions of men 
and women, and with considerable knowledge 
of the world and instinctive knowledge of 
human nature. The mode of procedure in 
this kind of office !s simple, but in its bald- 
ness is strength. 

Enter one morning to the woman in charge 
of a loan office a young man, an entire 
stranger. He wants a loan of $50 for awhile, 
is bashful and not at ease, dreads the many 
questions on the first paper put before him— 
simple questions, but seemingly impertinent 
to him, though extremely pertinent to the 
manager who will make or turn down the 
loan. What are his relatives? Where has 
he worked? Where does he work? Is he 
married or not? How much pay does he 
get? When is he paid? And where does he 
live? And will he please give the names 
and addresses of at least three friends who 
have known him for some time, and to whom 
he is willing and able to refer? 

These preliminaries dispensed with, he ts 
asked the amount he wishes to pay back 
each week, and the length of time; then he 
is told what the loan will cost him, and the 
length of time, of course, more or less regu- 
lates this. He is requested to call next day 
and told not to be disturbed if some one cadls 
on him at the office, just to locate him. 

The next day one of the women collectors, 
or perhaps a young man of judgment, wii! 
call on him and ask him a question or two: 
“Let me see, you want a loan from the 
Bowles do you not? Where did you work 
last? O, yes! Well, they will call you up.” 
And perhaps that evening the aspirant, for 
fleecing honors, as it is so generally held to 
be, although just as often as not itis nothing 
of the kind, calls and obtains his money, 
after signing over his salary specifically for 
the loan with interest, and generally for ten 
years, and giving a note for the whole in- 
debtedness.

. Why People Borrow of Sharks. 

Now what necessitated the young man g0- 
ing to the loan office? Perhaps he had a 
sudden call on him by the arrival of a baby 
or sickness in the family if he be a married 
man, and is without ability to get the much 
needed ready cash and with no friends who 
could or would lend him $50, or perhaps he 
is of the kind that would never tell his difii- 
culties. Or again, he may be unmarried 
and has got into a little trouble, and here, 
from an initial mistake, he makes a second. 

The writer knows of a case where, by the 
ald of a-salary loan office, a young married 
man was able to restore his wife to health, 
send her away at a crucial time when by 


no power on earth that he knew of could he _ 


otherwise have secured the money. Yet 
again the writer has known cases where & 
young man, from losses at cards, has gone 
to further losses, by means of his ability to 


get a loan on his salary at oneoftheseof- = 
It is therefore clear that any jegal 
provision that makes it necessary for the — 


fices. 


wife to consent to such loans on the salary in 
which she is vitally interested, is both wise 
and proper. The usurious contract clause 
also will probably prevent the young un- 
married man from getting himself inte 
further trouble. 

It must be remembered, though, that the 
office manager .to whose discernment and 
care is left the arranging of these loans, is 
taking considerable risk; if either young 
man leaves the city where Is the money, prin- 
cipal or interest, unless he be honest. Then 
the position may be lost and six months 
elapse before the young man

Woman Shark Acts for Bank. 

In one loan office in Chicago there is «@ 
wemae of the most American type and of 
the most gracious and sincere character, to 
whose tact and care the lending out of in- 
numerable large and sme!l sums to men and 
women of salary is left with almost abso- 
lute discretion, subject to the regular rules 
of her employers, which in this case hap- 
peng to be a national bank. Little details 
of dress, mannerisms, style of answers; 
straightforwardness or lack of it, quickly 
perceptible to the feminine eye, tell her the 
tale the man is telling. She refuses some 


without obvious cause, but from good judg- 


ment. She obliges others to the limit be- 
Cause she sees a profit to her employer and 
a chance to oblige an honest customer. 

This particular manager is womanly 
above and beyond everything; lives in a mest 
beautiful suburb, and is an active member 
of a sensiblé and Christian church. In this 
office delayed payments are not made «a 
cause for complaint where good cause for 
the delay is shown. , 

Is this the Shylock loan shark, and in Chi- 
cago? 

Listen*also to.a morning’s report, or part 
of it, from a hard working widow—a “* col- 
lector’’ and “ spotter,” as they are called, 
for one of these offices: “‘ Mr. So and So has 
left there for three weeks; they don’t know 
where he is working. Mr. Somebody 
Else has left the city—they don’t know where 
he is now. . Miss has only just 
come back to the office. She has been ill for 
over two weeks.” In the last case the pay- 
ments were weekly, and here is a case where 
patience and judgment are needed and wise 


knowledge as to when to push and when not. © 


It may be stated most emphatically thet 
dGeadbeats would better beware the loan af- 
fice, for once discovered they will be pushet 
to the limit. Thus it happene in the want 
ads there often appears something like the 
following: “ Wanted—Good locator of skips; 
$3 paid for each find.”’ 

Possibly the best side of the loan business 


has been set forth. In such offices, asarula, 
only the signature of the psrson desiring the ~~ 


ioan is required and no indorsers or sureties 
of any kind. Before the money is paid a 
general assignment of the salary for ten 
years is made, or some such period, and a 
note covering the principal and interest is 
given and a card made out setting forth days 
of payment. For a loan of $50 for three 
months about $15 usually is charged. For 
$100 for six months, in two payments a 
month, about $30 is charged—the object fs 
to keep the interest technically within the 
Nmit of 6 per cent a month, but it is 6 per 
cent over and over again. 

« a 


No Quarter Asked or Given. 

As to the seamy side of the business, a high- 
er rate is demanded and a smaller amount 
allowed on a given salary, and no quarter 
asked or expected. That is to say. if payments 
are not promptly met notice is served on the 
employer and the salary collected by the loan 
agency. In these offices sureties are always 
demanded, and it is the object to get as many 
persons as possible in the same office involved 
in the transaction—the fellow employé be- 
comes the best surety. 

In this type of office the young man in

FILLING.—One cup pecan or walnut meats 
run through meat chopper or crushed with 
rolling pin on bread board; one small egg, 
three-quarters cup confectioner’s sugar, one- 
half cup sour cream, few drops vanilla. Beat 
the egg well, white and yolk together; add the 
sugar and nut meats, and last of all the 
cream and vanilla, stirring it then only 
enough to mix all together, Spread between 
the layers and top of cake when cold, 

GINGERBREAD.—Three-fourths of a cup 
thick, sour cream, one-half cup molasses, 
one-half cup granulated sugar, two cups 
flour measured before sifting, two eggs, 
rounded teaspoon baking soda, tablespoon 
ginger, dessert spoon cinnamon. Beat to- 
gether eggs, sugar, and molasses, add half 
the cream, and dissolve soda in the remain- 
der, after which beat all lightly together. Sift 
into the mixture flour, ginger, and cinnamon, 
and stir until] smooth. Bake in a moderate 
oven about half an hour. 

BISCUITS.—One cup flour measured before 
sifting, one-half cup sour cream, one-half 
cup sweet milk, one level teaspoon baking 
powder, one-half teaspoon soda, scant meas- 
ure; one-third teaspoon salt. Sift the flour, 
baking powder, and salt together in a mixing 
bowl. Add the cream, in which the soda has 
been perfectly dissolved, and, when well 
mixed, add the: milk. Mix smooth and roll 
out, using as little flour on the bread board as 
may be possible. Roll about an inch thick 
and bake ten ee in . hot oven.

POTTED FISH.—From such cold fish as 
ig on hand, remove skin and bones, chop fine, 
then pound toa paste. For each cup of this 
paste allew one-quarter of a teaspoon of 
made mustard, a @ash of cayenne, 
one teaspoon of salt and one tablespoon of 
butter. Melt the butter and incorporate it 
with the seasonings; if quite dry, add a little 
more butter. Pack solidly in small jars; 
stand in a steamer and steam for half an 
hour, then press again in the jars and when 
cold cover the top of each with a quarter of 
an inch layer of melted butter. If put away in 
a cold place this will keep for several weeks. 

SCALLOPED FISH.—Where baked or 
steamed fish is left from dinner, one way of 
utilizing it is in a scallop. Flake the fish 
after freeing it from skin and bone, and for 
each pint make a sauce with one cup and 
a half of milk and one heaping tablespoon 
each of butter and flour. Put this into a deep 
dish in layers with the fish; over the top 
sprinkle some buttered crumbs and bake ig 
a hot oven until brown.

Then salt and pepper, cover, and let 
cook slowly for two hours, Serve with the 
following sauce: Fry in oil two or three 
onions sliced thin.

BEEF TONGUE’ ROA D.—Wash. the 
tongue and steep it in boiling water long 
enough to allow the skin to become, loose 
and be scraped off easily. When scraped and 
freed from gristle put it in boiling water 
with salt, pepper, one good sized carrot, two 
onions, two bay leaves, two cloves of garlic, 
Boil four hours. Take it 
out and let*it get cold. Lard it with thin 
strips of pork and bake in the oven for three- 
quarters of an hour. Serve with a sauce 
piquante, a purée or & la jardiniére. 

CALF’S LIVER SAUTE.—Put a good sized 
piece of butter in a frying pan over a bright 
fire. When the butter is hot put in sliced 
liver and brown quickly on both sides. 
Sprinkle with salt and pepper. Remove the 
pan from the fire and arrange the liver ona 
dish. Then return the pan to the fire and to 
the gravy in it add two tablespoonfuls of 
vinegar. Scrape the bottom of the pan and 
let boil. Pour over the liver and serve with 
chopped parsley on the top. Like kidneys, 
liver sauté should not cook too long; eight 
minutes are sufficient. 

ESCALOPES OF VEAL.—Slice some veal 
cutlets in pieces four inches square and half 
an inch thick. Heat some butter in the fry- 
ing pan and put in the meat. Brown on both 
sides. Pour out the butter and replace it by 


@ quarter of a pint of bouillon; put in salt, 


pepper, finely chopped chives, and parsley. 
Cook slowly for half an hour and serve. 

SPAGHETTI.—To boll spaghetti grasp the 
given quantity in your hand, put the ends 
down into boiling water and as they soften 
press gently until the whole length fs in the 
water; boil rapidly for twenty minutes. 
Drain and blanch in cold water. The small 
Itallan pastes used for soups are usually 
cooked a few momentsin water, then drained 
and finished {n the soup. A half pound will 
be sufficient to serve six persons. The Italians 
cook it for twenty minutes in water, then fin- 
ish the cooking in stock. 

SPAGHETTI IN CHEESE SHELL.—After 
the center has been scooped from a pineapple 
or Edam cheese, save the shell for the serv- 
ing of spaghetti. Boll the spaghetti, drain, 
blanch, and drainagain. Twist it around the 
inside of the cheese shell; make a half pint 
of cream sauce and pour it carefully over the 
spaghetti. Stand the shell on a piece of 
paper in the bottom of a baking dish and 
bake in a moderately quick oven fifteen or 
twenty minutes. Dish on a napkin and send 
at once to the table. If handled carefully the 
shell may be used again. The cheese shell 
imparts a delicious flavor to this most taste- 
ful and sightly dish.

He warns the page to 
keep as an absolute secret all that he knows, 
and is about to start for the queen’s apart- 
ments when Alva faces him. The duke has 
come to say farewell-before leaving for Flan- 
ders. He comes really to tNumph over the 
prince, and the scene is one of such bitter- 
ness of speech that swords are drawn, and

Believing that Carlos had con- 
fessed to Princess Eboli and therefore is in 
real danger, Posa decides to sacrifice himself 
in order to save Carlos and the queen.

New York.—{Special Correspondence. }— 
Few plsys in @ New York season re- 
ceive anything like the preliminary at- 
tention that interested our public in 
“Monna Vanna” for several years be- 
fore its first performance in JHEnglish 
during the week. The more Hterary folk 
would, in any case, have read and discussed 
it because it came from Maurice Maeter- 
linck, the Belgian poet, whose ability some 
rate as high as greatness and some as be- 
low imaginative competency. But the bold- 
ness of this drama’s theme, centering in its 
material detail on the visit of a woman, 
naked but for a mantle, to the tent ofa 
warrior, sent its fame far beyond literary 
and artistic boundaries. Battles of words 
were fought over the question of morality, 
the chief encounter occurring in London. 
when the lord chamberlain refused to permit 
a performance. Thereupon some conspicuous 
writerg, headed and incited by George Moore, 
Henry Arthur Jones, Laurence Irving, and 
Mrs. Craigie, formed a subscription society 
for a private representation. That was near-, 
ly four years ago. The ado led a couple of 
women, who -had failed with a burlesque 
theater. to seize on the thoroughly advertised 
drama to recoup their losses. But when Min- 
nie Maddern Fiske announced a production 
here she was suspected of no such uncom- 
mendable motive. And after consideration 
she decided that the réle of Vanna did not 
suit her personality. So at length she has 
put it om her stage with Bertha Kalish, the 
lauded Yiddish actress, playing the heroine 
in -English. 

Interest ran high at the first performance, 
which was given before an unusually cul- 
tured audience. It would be avoiding the 
truth if I did not tell that in the atmosphere 
of respectful regard. for a masterpiece that 
had been acclaimed throughout Burope there 
was also an electric current of expectation 
of indecency. What the searchers for lit- 
erature saw was a story of uplifting sig- 
nificance, simple in its symbolism, exalted 
in its purpose, and unfolded in long poetic 
speeches, which had been translated into apt 
English by John Severance from the French, 
in which Maeterlinck had written them. 
Told in a few uninspired sentences, the tale 
begins with a lord of ancient Pisa’s despair 
at the conquest of his city by Florentines, 
and by their leader’s shocking offer to spare 
the vanquished from defilation and death if 
Gismonda will come to his tent, robed in a 
mantle only. She does that in the exalted 
resignation of a martyr and to the horror 
of her husband. When she delivers herself 
at midnight the loftiness of her sacrifice so 
impresses the warrior that he sends her 
back at dawn, unsullied by even the touch 
of his hand. But her husband refuses to 
believe in her purity, doubts her motive, and 


‘shocks her so grievously by ‘his mistrust 


that she, recalling the nobler love which 

she engendered in the other man, rejoins him 

and shares the exile to which his failure to 
destroy Pisa dooms him.

Maeterlinck decks the motive of his drama 


with veritable garlands of poetic thought, ° 


yet he never obscures its simple grandeur. 
And in the technique of play building as 
fully as in the daintier art of poesy, this is, 
indeed, a masterpiece. There was no dis- 
appointment among the appreciative and 
serious who may have doubted the actability 
of the composition. But there was dissatis- 
faction among the sensation seekers. Ex- 
cept that the theme was sexual passion, the 
purist could see no cause to blush. Dom- 
inant as that factor was, in no word or 
glance @id it have a gross expression. Those
